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Housing shortage acute as | 


~ Aub urn 


AS IT PREPARES for a fall enroll- 
ment of 7,000 students, Auburn is faced 
with a serious housing shortage. 

The college and the town are 
stretching their housing facilities 
“above capacity” to take care of these 
7,000 students. Plans are being made 
to utilize every available room in Au- 
burn for the fall quarter. Yet enroll- 
ment will be only about 250 more than 
it was in the fall of 1953. 

Auburn plainly does not have the 
dormitory space or other rooms for the 
additional students who selected Au- 
burn as first choice. 

This means that several hundred Ala- 


‘bama youths who have applied for ad- 


mission to API must be turned away be- 
of the lack of a place to live. Out- 
of-state students are also being turned 
down 


Second check made 
THE COLLEGE is doing what it can, 
All Auburn housholders are being con. 
tacted a second time about the possibi- 
lities of renting rooms to students. 
Residents of Opelika, Camp Hill, Wa- 
verly and other nearby communities 
are listing available rooms. with. the 
college. 
Where possible, an extra bed will be 


moved into dormitory rooms to ac- 
commodate three instead of two men 
student 


Two residences on Mell Street will 
be turned into housing units for coeds. 
These are the ROTC commandant’s 
former home and the house which has 
served as Student Guidance Center 
headquarters. Both are directly across 
from the women’s Quadrangle, and 
will be under regular supervision of 
the dean of women’s office. 

A limited number of women students 
will live in college-approved housing 
in town. 

Students from nearby areas are being 
encouraged to commute. A large num- 
ber of residents of the Chattahoochee 
Valley, Dadeville, Alexander City, Tus- 
kegee and Columbus, Ga., will live at 
their own homes and drive to the cam- 
Pus daily. 


Dormitories full 


DR. H. F. VALLERY, coordinator of 
Men's housing, said his office has a long 
Waiting list. With every room in the 
- men’s dormitories—which will house 
- 1,184 students when full—already re- 
Served, a close check is being made on 


Students who may later withdraw. At 
the present, room cancellations have 
been far below normal. 

Reservations for women’s dormitory 
Tooms had reached 1,074 capacity mark 
by the end of the spring quarter, Miss 
LaMargaret Turnipseed, director of

ESTIMATES show that between 1,500 
and 1,600 freshmen and 500 transfers 
will register for the-fall quarter. About 
1,300 of the 1,500 veterans will be men 
who saw service during the Korean 
War. 

Coed enrollment will remain between 
1,500 and 1,700. 


Peak was 7,660 


ALUMNI who were students at Au- 
burn during the post-World War II 
period remember that past enrollments 
have topped 7,000. The peak was re- 
corded in 1948, when 7,660 students at- 
tended classes. 

“If Auburn could take care of us, 
why can’t it take care of today’s 
prospective students?” these alumni 
might ask. 


The answer lies in the temporary 
housing units which the college ob- 
tained after World War II. Much sub- 
standard housing in Auburn was also 
used. 

When the pressures of the GI enroll- 
ment were eased, most of the tempo- 
rary housing (except the Hare Apart- 
ments) was removed from the campus 
to make way for needed classrooms and 
other buildings. The trailer camp was 
abandoned. Auburn homeowners took 
the beds out of their attics and store- 
rooms. 

Frankly, Auburn’s administration 
does not want students to move back 
into sub-standard quarters, because 
conditions are not conducive to study. 


No new finances 

THE QUESTION REMAINS: how can 
Auburn provide more housing for its 
students? There have been no new ap- 
propriations for housing from the state 
Legislature. The college has no surplus 
funds which could be used to ease the 
housing shortage. 

But some solution must be worked 
out. 

A faculty committee, headed by Sam 
Brewster of Buildings and Grounds, is 
studying the problems involved in in- 
creased enrollments and how er will 
affect Auburn. 


Growing more complex 
THE ADMINISTRATION is_ keenly 
aware that the enrollment situation is 
going to grow more complex. Studies 
indicate that enrollments will go up 
fairly slowly until 1960. In that year, 
colleges will admit the first of the large 
number of World War II babies. 
By 1970, enrollments In all the col- 
leges of Alabama will have increased 
from 50 to 60 per cent over that of 
the fall of 1953. A study by Auburn’s 
Educational Interpretation Service 
shows that about 47,000 students will 
attend colleges in Alabama in 1970. 
The increasing enrollments will point 
up other problems which face the col- 
lege: faculties, salaries, classroom and 
laboratory space and a new library in 
addition to housing. 

Mr. Brewster’s committee will seek

After an inspection by members of 
the national board, Auburn President 
Ralph B. Draughon was assured that 
Auburn has maintained its accredita- 
tion. It is one of 46 accredited archi- 
tectural schools in the United States. 


Herbert Beckwith, professor-at Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology and 
president of the national board, headed 
the group which completed an insfec- 
tion of the Auburn department Aug. 2. 


Accompanying Mr. Beckwith to Au-

sity of Virgiina; and Clyde C. Pearson, 
26, Montgomery architect and president 
of the Auburn Alumni Association, 


The accrediting agency is composed 
of the American Institute of Architects, 
the National Council of Architectural 
Registration Boards and the Association 
of Collegiate Schools of Architecture. 


Auburn’s department of architecture 
was established in 1907, and is the oldest 
in the South. It was first accredited by 
the National Architectural Accrediting 
Board in 1946. 


Widespread rumors 


RUMORS THAT Auburn might lose its 
national standing were widespread after 
newspaper stories in the late spring 
reported dissension in the architectural 
department. At the close of the spring 
quarter, seven faculty members left 
the department. 


Although several were reportedly 
dissatisfied at Auburn, two left to be- 
gin graduate work and others decided 
to enter private architectural practice. 


Orr's appointments 


ALREADY DEAN Frank M. Orr of the 
School of Architecture has announced 
the appointment of four new faculty 
members for the fall quarter. He is still 
negotiating with peer possible staff 
members. 


“T feel certain that we will be ade- 
quately staffed by the opening of col- 
lege,” Dean Orr said.

Cogdell, Stewart, O’ 


HOMER D. COGDELL, ’11, has been ap- 
pointed Colorado state director of the 
Farmers Home Administration of the 
United States Department of Agriculure. 
His offices and home are in Denver. 

His work involves administering 
emergency credit programs for victims 
of drought, floods and other agricultural 
disasters, as well as providing credit to 
family-type farmers who need assis- 
tance in building their farms up before 
they can qualify for regular commercial 
loans. 

Loans made in Colorado during the 
past fiscal year amounted to about 
$7,000,000. About $3,000,000 was dis- 
tributed to distressed livestock ranch- 
ers under the emergency program. 

The Colorado program is earried out 
under Mr. Cogdell’s supervision by 
about 70 technical and clerical workers. 


Worked in every state 


MR. COGDELL HAS HAD a wide va- 
riety of experiences -in agriculture, es- 
pecially in the farm equipment field. He 
has worked in all of the 48 states and 
in 42 foreign countries in Europe, Asia 
and Africa. 

At Auburn he was a special stu- 
dent, majoring in veterinary medicine 
and animal--husbandry. He played 
football for four years under Coach 
Mike Donahue. After earning All- 
Southern rating as tackle, as a fresh- 
man and sophomore in 1908 and 1909, 
he shifted to end. In this position he 
was again named All-Southern for 
41910 and 1911. Mr. Cogdel! also played 
baseball for Auburn. 

After leaving Auburn, he worked as 
a livestock agent in Birmingham and in 
disease control work with the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture. He served in 
Europe during World War I, advancing 
to the rank of captain in the artillery. 


Moved to Belgium 

IN 1920 MR. COGDELL joined Inter- 
national Harvester Company as western 
district manager with headquarters in 


Minneapolis, Minn. He also held po- 
sitions as branch manager at Sioux Falls, 
S. D., and Charlotte, N. C. 

When he was named assistant gen- 
eral manager for the company for 
Europe, Asia and Africa in 1935, Mr.

Belgium. There their older daughter, 
Carolyn Evelyn, (now Mrs. Donald E.

Crimson clover work | 


AS AN AGRICULTURAL pioneer, Mr. 
Stewart is best known for his work with 
crimson clover. Despite the experts’ pre- 
dictions that it would not grow in Ala- 
bama, Mr. Stewart was convinced that 
it could prove a valuable grazing crop. 
So he began using it in experiments at 
Belle Mina, planting the clover in late 
July and early August—about 60 days 
ahead of the recommended planting 
schedule. 

Today crimson clover ig an important 
Alabama pasture crop, furnishing graz- 
ing from early fall to the middle of 
spring. 

Mr. Stewart also demonstrated that 
crimson clover, followed with grain 
sorghum and oats, produces more feed 

per acre than any program known in 
America. 

His work with alfalfa, though it has 
had almost as far-reaching effects for 
Alabama agriculture, is less well known. 
Mr. Stewart proved alfalfa could be

He also did important work with cot- 
ton, corn, fertilization, permanent pas- 
tures, and milk production from forage 
alone. 


Limestone agent 


MR. STEWART, a native of Bibb Coun- 
ty, taught agronomy at Texas A and 
M College following his graduation 
from Auburn in 1911. He returned to 
Alabama in 1914 to work with the soil, 
seed and people of Limestone County 
as county agent. 

At the time of his appointment, he 
was the first county agent in North 
Alabama with professional training. 

In 1928, when the Auburn Experi- 
ment Sub-Stations were being set up, 
Dean M. J. Funchess selected Mr. Stew- 
art as superintendent of the Tennessee 
Valley Sub-Station at Belle Mina in 
Southern Limestone County. 


Raised standards 

DESCRIBING Mr. Stewart’s services to 
the state at the Belle Mina meeting 
were a number of his co-workers. Claude 
Buchanan, ’23, a neighbor from Hunts- 
ville, pointed out, “You have greatly 
raised the standard of living on the 
farms of our Tennessee Valley,”

THE NATION’S FIRST full-scale cen- 
tral-station atomic power plant will be 
completed in 1958 at Shippingport, Pa. 


Plans for this and other future nu- 
clear power plants to be operated by 
industry were outlined for the Auburn 
Club of Pittsburgh, Pa., at a meeting 
June 21.

Vice president of Westinghouse Electric 
Corporation, and Pressly H. McCance, 
president of Duquesne Light Company. 
Duquesne has already furnished the 
site for the project, and will build an 
eléctric-generating plant and operate 
the over-all atomic plant. 


Plans call for 10 tons of slightly en- 
Tiched uranium to go into the first 
atomic core. 


Westinghouse’s role in the atomic 
power field has been in designing and 
developing a pressurized light-water 
reactor and coolant circuit which will 
be used as the heat source for generat- 
ing the electric power. It is the con- 
tractor for many parts of the plant, Mr. 
Hodnette pointed out.

ol. John Hunt Skeggs, ’01 


COL. JOHN HUNT SKEGGS, ’01, has 
written his signature across the face 
of Central and Coastal California with 
the cement and asphalt of more than 
1,300 miles of modern highways. 
These highways outline the con- 

tributions which Col. Skeggs has made 
to the field of transportation during 
the first half of the 20th century. De- 
signs and construction projects which 
were executed under his supervision 
are unsurpassed anywhere in the 
world. 


During his 33 years with the State. 


of California, Col. Skeggs was instru- 
mental in the development of the state 
highway system, particularly in the 
San Francisco Bay district. As district 
engineer for the highway department’s 


~ District’ 4, Col. Skeggs pioneered in 


the field of divided highways, express- 
ways and freeways. He conceived and 
developed the process of dust oiling, 
and laid out traffic arteries which made 
possible the subsequent growth of San 
Francisco Bay’s metropolitan area. 
Since his retirement in 1952, Col. 
Skeggs has made his home in the San 
Francisco suburb of Saratoga, which 
lies in the heart of District 4. He now 
devotes much of his time to looking 
«after his prune ranch and gardening. 
He still works as a consulting civil en- 
gineer. 


Skeggs brothers 


JOHN HUNT SKEGGS, one of the six 
children of William E. and Celia Bean 
Skeggs, was born in Somerville, Mor- 
gan County. He is named for an an- 
_cestor who founded Huntsville. 

Henry A. Skeggs, John’s older broth- 
er, enrolled as a freshman at Auburn 
in the fall of 1897. He was followed a 
year later by John, who entered the 


DOES AMERICA PREFER its milk 
packaged in cartons, bottles or vending 
machines? 


Finding the answer to this question 
is one of the research projects under- 
taken by Dr. Hugh Lincoln Cook, ’40, 
°42. He is, associate professor of agri- 
cultural economics at the University of 
Wisconsin in Madison. Dr. Cook spends

most of his time in research on the 
economics of processing and marketing 
of milk and milk products. 


He is more and more in demand as 
an industrial consultant on the econo- 
mics of milk vending and dispensing. 
One of the most recent developments 
in the dairy field, dispensing machines 
can distribute milk without packaging. 
Although the original investment. is 
high, the machines can be operated 
economically. Since the machines are

API granted John H. Skeggs the pro_ 
fessional degree of civil engineer in 
1920, in recognition of his outstanding 
work in this’ field. 


Worked on Aqueduct 


AFTER GRADUATION, John worked 
briefly in Alabama. A job as location 
and construction engineer for the Pac- 
ific Electric Railroad took him to Calif- 
ornia in 1903. 


When plans were made for the Los 
Angeles Aqueduct in 1908, John H. 
Skeggs was employed as assistant en- 
gineer. This project has remained one 
of the Colonel’s favorites, and he en- 
joys retelling his adventures and des- 
cribing the hardships he endured. 


Col. Skeggs’ principal means of 
transportation on this project was “a 
buckboard drawn by four Tennessee 
mules and plloted by a mule-skinner, 
guide, friend and philosopher who was 
unsurpassed in reciting desert lore.” 


The Auburn engineer was _ instru- 
mental in laying out the Aqueduct’s 
triangulation control system which ex- 
tended more than 150 miles from Bis- 
hop, Calif., to Los Angeles. At that time 
it was second largest in the country. 


Next in his career, Mr. Skeggs be- 
came deputy county surveyor for Los

Angeles County, in charge of road and 
bridge location and construction. He 
also worked for Los Angeles County’s 
road department and the U.S. Bureau 
of Public Roads. 


Action in France 


JOHN SKEGGS JOINED the Army 
Corps of Engineers during 1917 as a 
captain. He participated in the Saint- 
Mihiel and Meuse-Argonne offensives, 
rising to the rank of lieutenant-colonel. 


At the end of the war, Col. Skeggs 
returned to California as assistant divi- 
sion highway engineer. Two years later, 
in 1921, he was promoted to division 
engineer. A title change made him dis- 


Marketing Of Milk 


still in the experimental stage, their 
use has created many new problems. 


Dr. Cook is working on other phases 
of marketing milk, which he calls “the 
most nutritious food for the money 
spent.” In one study, he and his col- 
leagues are determining ways to in- 
crease the number of children drinking 
milk in schools as well as expanding 
the total amount each child drinks. 


Other research 


HE IS ALSO conducting projects on 
the effect of containers on wholesale 
milk delivery and an analysis of inter- 
national trade regulations for U.S. dairy 
products. 


In the classroom, he teaches one 
course a semester in dairy market- 
ing, and he works with graduate stu- 
dents on research problems. R. Wayne 
Robinson, assistant professor of agri- 
cultural economics at Auburn, is now 
completing his doctorate under Dr. 
Cook's supervision. 


Dr. Cook is chairman of the North 
Central Regional Conference on Dairy 
Marketing Research, which organizes 
joint projects on common problems in 13 
states of the area. 


English to economics 


“PREACHER,” as he was known at 
Auburn, is a native of Prattville. He 
graduated from Piedmont College be- 
fore coming to Auburn to earn a 
master’s degree in English literature. 
While at Auburn his interests shifted 
to economics, and he earned a bache- 
lor’s degree in this field. 
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He served as graduate assistant and 
later instructor in Auburn’s depart- 
ment of economics and business ad- 
ministration until 1942, 


As an economist for the War Food 
Administration, he allocated storage 
space and conducted research on stor- 
age and marketing facilities of the 
country. 


With another government agency, the 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics, he 
served first as head of the Atlanta re- 
gional office of the marketing research 
section, and later did research studies 
on postwar adjustments in producing 
and marketing potatoes and citrus 
fruits. 


To Wisconsin 


IN 1947, HE, went to the University of 
Wisconsin as a cooperative agent for 
the University and BAE. He completed 
his Ph.D. requirements at Wisconsin in 
1949, and joined the faculty as associate 
professor. 

Dr. Cook is the author of a number 
of publications on dry milk usage, milk 
vending machines, butter, and other 
aspects of dairy marketing. 

The Auburnite is a member of the 
American Farm Economics Association, 
other professional groups, and Delta 
Sigma Pi honorary fraternity. He is an 
advisor to the state Democratic exe- 
cutive and policy committee in Wis- 
consin.

His advancement to 
assistant state highway engineer came 
in 1949. 


“To record the eminent achievements 
of Col. Skeggs during the 31 years of 
his administration would be to recite 
the history of his highway district,” a 
co-worker pointed out in an article 
published in the California highway 
department’s magazine. 


Bridge approaches 


TWO OF COL. SKEGGS’ most impor- 
tant engineering accomplishments were 
the location and construction of the 
approach roads to (1) the Golden Gate 
Bridge, longest suspesion span (4,200. 
feet) in the world; and (2) the San 
Francisco-Oakland Bay Bridge, largest 
structure of its kind ever built. 


Because the bridge approaches col- 
lect and distribute vehicular traffic 
for much of the metropolitan area, 
they required most skillful handling. 
Col. Skeggs maintained high road 
standards, but in so far as possible he 
planned the approaches to avoid val- 
uable real estate and buildnigs. 


A variety of structures were used in 
the approaches, including four-lane 
tunnels. Two of these are more than 
1,000 feet long. ~ 


The approach roads cost approxi- 
mately $12,000,000. Today the cost 
would be three times this amount. 


Mud slides controlled 


ANOTHER OF COL. Skeggs’ most note- 
worthy accomplishments—from an en- 
gineering standpoint—was the treat- 
ment of Valona Slice. In cooperation 
with railroad engineers, he originated 
a complex system of subterranean 
drainage and interlocked concrete slabs 
to control mud slides which had inter- 
ferred with the highway approach _to 
Carquinez Bridge and a mainline rail- 
road. 


In the Skyline Boulevard (now 
Route 55), Col. Skéggs met the chal- 
lenge of constructing a direct highway 
through a scenic area. The State of 
California gave the name “Skeggs’ 
Point” to one of this highway’s most 
beautiful turnouts, which presents 
sightseers a full panorama of the land 
the Skyline serves. 


During Col. Skeggs’ service, his divie 
sion as well as California highways 
SAW rapid growth. Today the Division 
of Highways office building in Sam 
Francisco houses a force of 750 men and 
women who work in District 4.

“JOHN W. BARNETT, the director of 
the Oak Ridge, Tenn., Cerebral Palsy 
Center, has made outstanding contri- 
butions to the community in the field 
of the education and training of phy- 
sically handicapped children.” 

After paying this tribute to the 1950 
Auburn graduate, Oak Ridge Jaycees 
named Mr. Barnett the atomic city’s 
“Young Man of the Year.” Sen. Estes 
Kefauver presented him with the 
Jaycee Distinguished Service Award 
during a dinner attended by more than 
200 persons. 

Mr. Barnett has subsequently been 
nominated. for “Tennessee’s Young Man 
of the Year.” He is also a candidate for 
a Presidential award, based on his out- 
standing work in the cerebral palsy 
field. 


“Living inspiration” 
“IN ADDITION TO being a walking, 
living inspiration to the children, he is 
a strong light of hope for the parents 
of children so afflicted,” the Jaycee 
award said. 

“His ecgntacts with the community 
also widen his sphere of influence. 


Through talking to clubs and organi- 


gations, on a local, regional and state 
scale, he helps foster clearer under- 
getanding of cerebral palsy, an affliction 
often misunderstood.” 

Little is known about the causes of 
cerebral palsy. The affliction impairs 
coordination between the brain and 
muscles, and severe cases leave the 
victims with crippled limbs, defective
